The saloon kept by Johu F. Tatham, at the
cornerof Iifth sud Sualppen streets, was the
scene Oof another affray. About 9 o'clock on
saturday evenlog, Patriek Loung entered this
establishment and calind for something to
drink. He wag acconmmodaled by the gentle-
man in attendance bebind the bar, and when
he hud swallowed the flery llguld, he put
down s note in payment. The bar-keeper re-
turned the change, which, as Loug contended,

less than the snm to which be was entluled,
A dispute was the conseqaence, ench of the
antagoniats malntaining the correotness of hls
own caleulation and the error of the other.
High words ensued, and finally the two came
to close quarters, cllnohing each other. The
bar«tender, at this stage of the prooeeding
pulled out a binckjaock, with which he tappe
iLong upon the head, knooking him sensoless

o the floor. In the confuslon which ensued,
the rampant bar-tender made good his enonl‘m
Word wau unldo the nearest policeman, who
on upnlrlnf the spot, fonna the wounded
man #till lying where he had fallen. Ho wns
removed to the Second District Blation House,
and medlonl nssistance oalled In, An exami-
nation skhowed that his skull had been frao-
tured, but nob to suoh an extént as to plaoce his
iife in dapger, He was subsegnently removed
to his resiaence, at No, 911 Cantrell sireel, below
MiMin, not, however, until he had been held to
answer the charge of belng drunk and disor-
derly. Long is likewlise of Hibernian ancestry,
is maimed, and about thirty five years of age—
auite old enough to keep beller company.

the army for a tims, The new arrangements
had searcely been Inaugurated when distarb-
ances aroge belween the two proprietors and
Palmer, The Arst culmioation of their disa-
greements resulted in the commitment of the
new partner to the County Prison, where she is
still reatricted of her Ilbnrt.t;.

A few days ago Palmer Dnd a flerce guarrel
with the original proprietor,in the course of
which he administerad to her a severe kick
upon the jaw, from the effects of which the
woman's Iace 18 still frightfully swollen and
discolored. Palmer was arrested for this little

rank of his, and held 1n ball to answer at
E}onrt. He stlil frequented the establishment
on Beaoch street, however, aund on Saturday
ovening was offiointing at the bar, in the volun-
tary absence of one of the propriators, and the
involun absence of the other, About 11
o'clock mmer obseérved on the steps ol the
house a man who was taking his drunken ease,
The officlous bar-keeper ordersd this indl-
vidual (o take himself off, with which com-
mand the latier refused to comply. Palmer
thereupon resorted to his favorite method of
attack, and administered a blow upon his jaw,
using bis boot for n weapon. This aro the
wrath of the drunken aleeper, who turned upon
his assailant, and according to the most reliable
account of the confllot, threw him with such
violence against the door that the lateh entered
his neck and inflicted a frightful wound, which,
it is , will yel prove fatal. Palmer was
taken into the house and properly eared for,
and yesterday ho was removed to the Pennsyl-
vnn& Hosplial, When Palmer's wonnd came
to be dressed, however, it was found to give evl-
denoce of baving been Infiloted with a knlfe,

streets.  All the money of thy firm passed
through Balley's hands, back avd forth, snd he
was go zealons and Industrious thal the mot-
bers of the firm were Induced Lo repose entire
confidence in him,

About ten days ago, however, the Cashior dis-
covered = discrepancy in Mr, Balley's ne-
counts, of which he Informed that gentle-
map, requesting him to overhan his
books apd discover hisg errors, if possible,

While Mr. Bml;z was 80 engaged, the Cuslilor
overlooked the investigation. O @rrora wore
discovered, and nol.lllnF more was done that
day. Butthe next morning Mr, Balloy neglectod
to appear at the offlee, a clreomstance which
orested some susploion, and caused Ingulriesto
be made at his residence. It was Lhen found
thiat he had gone out of Lown.

The Cashier continued Lhe investigation of
the books, and dlseovered several Instances of
false entries, to all appearances.

It was then found that he
wid laking his ease at Sellersville, DBuocks
county, and that he expected to return on
HEalurday.

His presence In the clty was pntlently
awalted, and on Saturday evnnlﬁz. between 7
and 8 o'clock, Detectives George H. S8mith and
Charles Bmith, found him at his residence, and
took him Into custody. He was held io §6000
wall for a farther hearing.

AN APPEAL EXPECTED.

Hewpura, fept. 0. —-The race between Hamill
and Brown, which had been postponed from
Saturday te this morning, belween the hours of
6 and 7 o'clock, on necount of rough waler, has
been towed, nud a decislon glven In favor of
Hamill on o claim of foul sgmnst Brown. A
Inrge depulation was present from New York,
and all the towns aleng the river, several
steambonts having come up during the oight,
crowded to their utmost capsclty with the in-
terested parties,

The preliminarios were completed by the se-
lectlon of Henry Munn, of New Haven, sad
Oharles Elllott, ot l'nubnag. as judges, on the
purt of Hamill, and R. D Elllott and John Ore-
gnu, of New York, standing In the same relation
to Brown,

Stephen Roberts, of New York, was previously
chosen referee,

Brown sud Hamill were both promptly im
position, and pronounced to be in good condi-
ton, notwithsisnding Brown bad on Saturday
undergone o ducking in the river, the working
boat in which he was training having been
capsized by the swoll of a passing steamer.

At precisely 620 A, M. the relereo gavethe
#lgnal to slart, and the contestants went off Im
fine style, Hamill leading Brown snd having the
outside of the courte. This poaition he ke
for nearly a mile, when Brown galned oo Hamilk
and passed him, making a of a length or
two, whioh, however, he kept but ashort dis-
tance, when Hamill again took the lud, keep-
ing it to the siake-boat, whieh hereashed ne
19 minutes, and where oco 8 colliglom,
which s claimed by both purties to havs heen
cansed by the fault of the other.

With the conflicting reports which are fl
about, it is & kootty question to declde whose
wae really the faull, bat nccounts agree that
when Hamill came abreast the stuke-boat he
wans nbout three lengths abead of Brown, the
latter, however, gainiug upon him with lght-
nizg-like rapidity. Hawill was now making the
turnot the stake-bost, with Brown upon the in-
side, and in an instant the bow of the  Istter's
boat went crashing through the cockle shell in
